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DATE OF BARLY SET OF DENTURES 
R/ Pierantonio Wiel discusses the date of an early speciman 

of upper and lower full dentures ("Su un esemplare di 
protesi dentaria per individuo edentulo risalente ai primi 
dell'g00", Rivista Italiana ai 13:338-342, March 
1958). According to this article, the antiquary Rampin Redento 
furnished a note on the history ofan upper and lower denture 
which, from its place of discovery, he has dated in the epoch 
from 1500 to’1600. The author describes the dentures, which 
are pictured, as having a silver base with human anteriors and 
first bicuspids in both jaws and posterior blocks of hippo- 
potamus teeth. The posterior base has shallow gutters and 
there is no labial or lingual flange in the anterior, There 
is no mention of springs and the author suggests that there 
may have been enamel to represent the labial gingiva. The 
dentures seem to have been swedged on a die made from an 
impression, ‘The author argues that these dentures were made in 
the first half of the nineteenth century, probably in the 
early decades. His conclusion is more in agreement with the 
structural features of the dentures, than is the earlier date.
